That is the way most pub- 
licity agents feel about what- 
ever institution they happen to 
represent. They hanker for an 
uninterrupted stream of favor- 
able news about their institu- 
tion. 

That isn’t the way life goes. 
however. There are disturb- 
ances, trusted men going wrong, 
in every institution’s life. 

It is inevitable that union of- 
ficers for some time will con- 
tinue to try to “cover up,” and 
that newspaper men will still 
advise them that publicity is 
good for whatever ails the un- 
ion. And the smart union of- 
ficer will sometimes act on that 
advice.

Berkeley Asked to 
Heeds Its Workers 


The Central Labor Council 
voted Monday to have a com- 
munication sent to the Berkeley 
City Council, that city’s person- 
nel board, and city manager, re- 
questing that consideration be 
given to the city employees’ re- 
quest that they be granted an 
improved vacation schedule and 
a health and welfare plan. 

Ed Reith, representing the 
group, said that in years past. 
the Berkeley authorities had 
said, “You come at us with a 
shotgun,” asking a great list of 
things. So this year they de- 
cided to confine their requests 
to the two points mentioned. 

“But now they’ve turned the 
shotgun on us,” said Reith. 


The first session will be held 
Saturday, September 24, with 
Dr. Robert A. Gordon, professor 
lof economics, and widely known 
authority on economic analy- 
cis, leading the morning session. 
Dr. Gordon will discuss “Eco- 
nomic Indicators: What They 
Are and How to Use Them.” 

After lunch the afternoon 
session will be given to open 
discussion by the group of spe- 
cific questions and problems 
growing out of the morning ses- 
sion or of general concern 

The formal title of the proj- 
ect is the Labor Editors’ Semi- 
nar on Economic Analysis. But 
the idea back of it is-not formal 
or dry-as-dust in any way. It 
simply that labor editors 
should be able to analyze, inter- 
pret, and explain to their read- 
ers what's doing in the world of 
business and economics. And 
that they should be able to do 
this independently of canned 
imaterial sent out from head- 
quarters.

News About Women 
Part-time Work 


Part-time work gives many a 
wife and mother a “new per- 
spective,” builds self-confidence 
and also makes women more at- 
tentive of their appearance and 
conversation. 


These opinions were expressed 
in a United Nations report that 
weighed the pros and cons of 
part-time employment. The sur- 
vey took in only comments from 
private sources—not Govern- 
ments. However it ranged all 
the way from the observations 
sent in by women’s organiza- 
tions to a specialist’s study on 
the psychological effect of idle- 
ness on the “nervous housewife.” 

The report was made at the 
request of the Commission on 
the Status of Women, an eight- 
een-nation group made up of 
educators, lawyers and other 
women leaders who meet an- 
nually to study ways of improv- 
ing living and working condi- 
tions for women. 

Those who favored part-time 
employment said that a job out- 
side the home was a big morale- 
builder and that mixing with 
people and receiving and giving 
ideas helped to establish self- 
confidence. This view was as- 
cribed to a women’s organiza- 
tion in Canada and another in 
New Zealand.
